They 
submit in masses, to a more harsh execu- 
tive and more arbitrary laws than would 
be endured in this country; but every 
Frenchman has a great idea of his self- 
r«»ptot, and looks carefully after it. GL&is 
distinctions are strong; but, except from 
a political point of view, or from the provo- 
cation of poverty, they excite but little 
jealously.

How We det the War Mews— 
Tbc Telegraph Operator at 
Heart's Content. 


From the Journnl of th* Telegraph. 


Tho -press dispatches from Europe to 


Now York during the last' four weeks 
numbered 100,000 words. New York has 
been better posted on the issue of the war 
each duy, than London, Paris or Berlin. 
Theso dispatches have almost wholly been 
sent by a single cable, full one-third of the 
whole to a single daily paper, and with 
marvelous rapidity and acnuracy. Fami- 
liar as wo are with the work of the tele- 
graph, it has been a marvel to us. To 
hundreds of thousands of minde, the 
whole process is and nas been a deep en- 
igma. 


Here is a man sitting in a dark room at 


Heart's Content. Th« ocean cable ter- 
minates here. A fine wire attached there- 
to is made to surround two small cores of 
soft iron. "As the electric wave, produced 
by a few pieces of copper and zinc at Val- 
entia, passed through tho wire, these cores 
became magnetic enough to move the

On this tiny glasi a lamp is made to glare 
so that it« light is reflected on a tablet on 
tho wall.

There is no 
record made by the machine except as the 
patient watcher calls out to a comrade the 
translated flashes as they come, and which 
he records. It seems like a miracle o 
patience. • There is something of awe 
creeps over us as wo wo the cvidenco of a 
human touch 3,000 miles away swaying 
that tide of light.
